Potato Cream Soup.— T ake a cupful 
of boiled m ashed potatoes; scald one 
q u a rt of milk, and two slices of onion 
in a double boiler. 
Rub the potatoes 
through a sieve, and add the milk, re­ 
moving the onion; put Into a double 
boiler to heat. 
Melt three tablespoon- 
fuls of butter, add two tai>le«pnonfuls 
of dour, mix and pour some of tne hot 
m ix tu re over the thickening, and cook 
until smooth. 
Add to the soup w ith 
a little chopped parsley. 


Hashed Potatoes.—Chop cold bolted 
or baked potatoes into sm all bits. Sea­ 
son with .salt and pepper and chopped 
parsley. 
F or one q u art of chopped po­ 
tato*«, add three tablespoonfuls of b u t­ 
ter. 
B e at the b u tte r and turn In the 
potatoes; stir until 
they 
begin 
to 
brown, then add one-fourth cupful of 
thin cream, and set back to brown on 
the back of the stove. 
Fold like an 
omelet, and serve with the brown crust 
on tep. 
G arnish with parsley. 
Do not 
put potatoes through a m eat chopper 
for this dish, as the bits should not be 
at all m ushy. 
A good hash should al­ 
ways he chopped in the chopping bowl. 
Meat loaf Is much better done so, ra th ­ 
er than ground in the m eat grinder. 
Potato Cake.—C ream together 
one 
cupful of sugar and half a cupful of 
h u tte r s u b s titu te ; add the yolk of an 
egg and beat ag ain ; add one cupful of 
hot m ashed potato, h alf a cupful of ; 
sw eet milk or cold w ater alternately j 
with two cupfuls of flour sifted with | 
two tea spoonfuls of baking powder. 
Mix two squares of grated chocolate in j 
the hot potato before adding it to the 
m ixture. 
Add one-third of a teaspoon* 
fu! each of cinnamon, cloves and g rat­ 
ed nutm eg and one-third of a cupful of 
chopped w alnuts. 
Fold in the beaten 
wh te of th e egg. 
Bake in a loaf or 
in layers. 
Tills cake will keep moist 
for weeks.
